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IF MAGNA CHARTA, THEN NOT LUTHER. 

Widespread interest is being shown in the movement to 
observe in the various denominational! churches of “the Seven 
English-speaking Nations” the commemoration of the signing 
of Magna Charta by King John of England in the year 1215. 
By many this old Charter, wrung from a reluctant King by 
his oppressed Barons, is regarded as “the foundation of our 
modern civil and religious liberties.” The observance of the 
anniversary is being urged by our friends, the Presbyterians, 
as a means of promoting “a better understanding among 
these (English-speaking) nations, and in this way (we will) 
promote international peace and good will.” 

Lacking the calendar cof Feasts and Fasts which make 


dp the Ecclesiastical Year of the Catholic Church, a multi- 


tude of special Sundays devoted to the consideration of 
various national and civic affairs are coming to be observed 
by non-Catholics. This one more would doubtless be wel- 
comed, if it did not conflict with certain anniversaries which 
have already been given an undue amount of publicity. For 
if Magna Charta is made the object of panegyrics as “the 
foundation of our civil and religious liberty” what becomes 
of the much-vaunted four hundredth anniversary of the Diet 
of Worms, at which, nearly three hundred years later, Luther 
became, according to the usual Protestant claim, the first ex- 
ponent of both freedom of thought and the rights of man” 

The fable regarding Luther’s contribution to “civil and 
¥eligious liberty” has been too often refuted to need further 
comment at this time. A similar romance is likely to grow 
up, indeed has already gathered, around the name of the 
Great Charter. It is quoted as marking the beginning of 
what later developed into the demoeracies of the English- 
speaking world. And yet a study of the document itself 
makes it amply evident that those who drew up the Great 
Charter never pretended to be formulating a syHabus of 
fundamental! principles, nor was it a code any more than it 
was a declaration of rights. It was a rehearsal of traditional 
principles which had been violated by King John. It was a 
demand for a return to a former condition, really a re- 
actionary affair, looking back to the jolly days of Henry II. 
Certain of its phrases have rung down through the ages, and 
have been used as slogans by various bodies, civil and re- 
ligious. The opening phrase, “The English Church must be 
free,”’ is sometimes quoted by Anglicans, quite oblivious of 
the fact that for at least three centuries thereafter the 
“Church of England’ continued in communion with the Holy 
See. 

While Catholies will observe the third Sunday in June 
as the Fifth Sunday after Pentecost rather than as “Magna 
Charta Day,” yet“we shall not be lacking in interest in that 
observance, inasmuch as whatever in the way of advance to- 
wards “civil and réligious liberty,”’ occasioned by that historic 
document, was setured by Roman Catholics! Foremost, as 
every student of history knows, among those who persuaded, 
or perhaps forced; the signature of the unwilling King, was 
Stephen Langdon, Archbishop of Canterbury, and with him 
the Barons of the Realm, Catholics to a man, for there was 
then no other sort of Christianity than that taught and prac- 
ticed by the Catholic Church. Nor is it strange that Catho- 
lics of that. early time should be found fostering a movement 
against oppression and abuse of autocratic privilege, since 
the Church (whichshas been called “the last important ves- 
tige of autocracy remaining in the world”) is, and always 
was, the exponent’of all that is right and true in the theory 
of democracy. Héer Popes, occupying as they do the position 
of. highest power among men, are chosen by vote, and to that 
supreme station men from the humblest origins are eligible 
and have repeatedly risen. The secret ballot, which today 
safeguards our elections, was part of the discipline of the 
mediaeval Religious Orders. And Canon Law, assuring to 
the humblest layman the right of appeal to the Pope against 
anything which he regarded as an injastice, contained the 
germ long before Runnymede, of what afterwards developed 
into the civil franchise. Strange that non-Catholics should 
observe such a day! Surely it should not pass unnoticed 
among Catholics.
